TRAWLER BUILT IN

BROONS ESTATE 


Faced at their last meeting with the 
necessity of a decision on a matter of some 
importance ta Altona’s future, the Altona 
Shire Council had before it two alternatives— 


1. An immediate decision; or 


2. An adjournment to the next council 
meeting. 


___ It is unfortunate that fuller -considera- 
tion was not given to Cr. G. den Dulk’s pro- 
posal of adjournment. 


The council, in addition to its local 
knowledge, had had a 16-page submission 
from Mauri Bros., a reasoned argument from 
a Queen’s Counsellor, a letter from the Minis- 
ter of State Development and .a statement 
by the Directory of State Development. 


“In another place” with all this new 
material, the debate would have been im- 
mediately adjourned. 


In fact Cr. den Dulk’s motion did not 
go far enough. An examination by technical 
officers of the shire and possibly those of 
appropriate government departments could 
have been requested. 


The submissions based on behalf of 
Mauri Bros., together with the question of 
how practical, efficient and acceptable the 
proposed modifications. would be, should have 
been expertly examined and referred back 
to the council. 


The suggestion that both Broons and 
Mauri Bros. required an immediate de- 
cision definitely was not a sufficient reason 
to expedite a. matter so vital in its implica- 
tions for Altona’s future. 


Even if the adjournment had been ap- 
proved it is quite possible that the ultimate 
decision would have been to confirm the 
council’s present motion. There would then 
have been the satisfactory knowledge that 
the council had given fuller consideration 
to the proposal.
